Indianapolis, Oct. 2.—The 
state 


(board of health has completed an ad- 
dress -to the people, warning them 
against the expected appearance of 
smallpox in the state this winter. 
The ad-dress iwill he issued as soon 
'as it can be (printed.. It will pbe the 
largest circular the board has yst 
issued on the subject of smallpox and 
will •contain numerous illustrations 
of smallpox patients, instructions as 
to vaccination, disinfection and diag- 
nosis of 'the disease. The rules of the 
state bo*ard of health1 relating to 
smallpox will 
also 
'appear in the 


circular. 


Th'e 'board has discussed the subject 


ttorou'gfhly and has decided first, to 
isssue 
instruct! ons 
generally 
to 


health officers, physicians and to the 
people at large, warning 'them of the 
disease, and then to attack the dis- 
ease as soon ias it a<pepars. It is an- 
nounced that more rigid regulations 
with regard' to the 
treatment of 


Smallpox will be observed this year 
'than ever 'before, and th'at health 
officers wiho disregard instructions of 
the foaaT'd will be s-ummaoily dealt 
•with. The board* is' determines! it 
is announced, to h'avs "no fooling" 
this yea-r^hen'sm'aiiipox /breaks out. 


At the outset the board states that 


'there were two thousand cases of 
smallpox in Indiana last y-eair. That 
'the disease was very mild, however, 
as shown 'by 'the statement immedi- 
ately following the figures1 to t(he 
effect that out of the two thousand 
eases there were only about twenty 
deaths. But the board of health does 
not believe smallpox will continue in 
such mild form lon<g. It has been 
the experience that where for the 
first few yea*rs, the disease has ap- 
peared 
mildly, it 'has 
gradually 


grown; more virulent, until patients 
die by the hundreds. 


These circulars urge those in whose 


houses smallpox existed last year to 
clean, up thoroughly, and disinfect 
and burn everything 
that 
migftit 


breed smallpox 
germs. 
It urges, 


above all, vaccination and the .revac- 
cin'ation of those persons who 'have 
not been vaccina;ted' .within tihe last 
seven years, 
With vaccination, it 


says, there is no need of fear from 
smallpox, and it cites fche fact that 
the state health officer, wfto 'has not 
had smallpox, goes among tihe miost 
virulent cases without either caitdi- 
ing or carrying contagion. He vac- 
cinates himself nearly once a month, 
and (thoroughly disinfects hi» cloth- 
Ing, 


The board stays by taking precau- 


tions against the disease mrly great 
disaster to the state miay be averted. 


A cargo of fresh meat from the 


River Platte, preserved on the pas- 
sage by a new process, has been lanjd- 
ed at Liverpool.

earn enough to buy food. 
Habita- 


tions must be restored, industiy re- 
established and business lehabihtat- 
ed. Months must elapse before the 
people of Galveston aie laised above- 
their pieseut condition of helpless- 
ness. 
The time lias not yet come 


when generous people of the countiy 
can cease to contribute in the belief 
that there is no longer any appeal to 
their generosity.

the social democracy for president of 
the United States, addressed a big 
audience at the Princess rink last 
evening, and although he spoke for 
about tv/o hours, nearly every per- 
son who was there stayed to hear him 
finish. 
Mr. Debs is 
an 
effective 


speaker and at times he was heartily 
cheered for the sentiments 
he ex- 


pressed. He is the greatest advocate 
the socialists have in America and 
presents their cause in more eloquent 
and pleasing language than any other 
speaker. 
Mr. P^bs opposes capital- 


ism in all its forms and believes that 
the day is not far distant wo$n pri- 
vate ownership will be-abolishcd and 
the people will own all means *df pro- 
duction. He said: 
;, 


"The century in which we live is 


passing into the greatest epoch of so- 
cialism ever known. Wealth on one 
side, poverty on the other, represents 
the condition. The one vital issue of 
the situation today is the ownership 
of production—of the common free- 
dom of social progress. The contest 
today is the control of the govern- 
ment. The socialist party has for its 
object the organization of the work- 
ing class into a political 
party to 


conquer the public powers now con- 
trollejl by capitalists, and it has for 
its 
object 
the abolition of wage 


slavery by the establishment of a na- 
tional co-operative .industry, 
based 


upon common ownership.'1 It has for 
its object the complete emancipation 
of the socially useful classes from 
the domination of capitalism.7* 


Mr. Debs then proceeded to discuss 


the promises of the old parties to de- 
stroy ths trusts and asserted that it 
was en impossibility except that the 
people owned them. 
Democrats fa- 


vored competition and competition 
blossomed into monopoly. In the old 
days the workmen controlled the^ tools 
with which the 
workmen 
created 


wealth. 
The more a workman pro- 


duces now the greater the market 
becomes glutted with 
over-produc- 


tion until finally he is out of a job* 
Th« census reports show 
that the 


workmen 
received $2,000,000 
in 


wages and the capitalist $2,000,000 
in profit. 
The official report of the 


commissioner of labor says that labor 
can produce forty times as much as 
half a century ago, and yet the capi- 
talists who are in a big minority get 
$2,000,000 of profit while the laborer 
gets the same sum in wages. Capital 
and monopoly have degraded 
and 


crushed labor ever since the machine 
began to supplant the man. It has 
made tramps out of men, while half 
a century ago there was no such be- 
ing as a "tramp," The human being 
is the victim of his environment. He 
cannot help what ho is here. 
Fifty 


years ago a workingman could look 
forward to the day when he would 
become an employer; brain then com- 
manded the wage, Now it is a ques- 
tion of only one kind of labor—cheap 
Iftbor. 
There are more ihan 3;000,- 


000 women and almost half as many 
children employed in the factories to- 
day because their labor is" cheap. 
He then told of the cheap labor that 


which the workingman must 
id ihefjbecomes a greater slave 
he'slave of a half century ago. 


He has no capital but must go and 
offer himself to the capitalists with 
whose tools he must work. 
If the 


government can successfully manage 
its great postal system why cannot 
it not manage all other means of 
production? 


"In centuries past feudalism pre- 


vailed, 
Then, 200 years ago, cap- 


italism began to succeed it. 
It was 


only one of the effects of evolution. 
The capitalistic system has been in 
existence about long enough and an- 
other evolution is coming to pass. It 
is socialism aud it believes in equal j 
civil and political rights for men and 
women. 
It believes in the revision 


of our federal constitution and it be- 
lieves in labor legislation to be na- 
tional instead of local. 
And it be- 


lieves in lots of other good principles 
that are intended to make this coun- 
try what it should be—a free country. 


"Now a word about war* 
The 


world is in a state of war. 
War is 


the product of capitalism. 
Who de- 


clares these wars? 
They are hatched 


and declared in the shadows of the 
money markets. 
These wars, thus 


made, end thousands upon thousands 
of lives, under the name patriotism 
that is not patriotism. 
And after 


the soldier returns from the war 
where he has bravely fought "for 
his country/-' how much 
of that 


country is his? 
What are we over 


in the Philippines for? 
For 
the j 


markets, and why? Because we pro- 
duce more than we consume. 
In 


whose interest are we there? t 
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large, capitalists, not the,-»mall cmes^ 
because v/ith the faeiliti«s of iqotfera 
machinery they 
can 
produce )-au 


abundance. 
They produce 
more 


than we can use at home. 
The ma- 


chines cannot wear hats, and shoes 
and clothe's. 
Impoverished by the 


competitive system the large cap- 
italists must find a market or he is 
doomed. 
The democratic party is 


opposed to expansion because it is 
not interested in the markets. 


"Socialism, step by step, is follow- 


ing capitalism to the grave. 
So- 


cialism is a scientific analysis of 
capitalism and social evolution." 


Mr, Debs shook hands with several 


hundred of his audience after he had 
finished and was visited by several 
personal friends at the hotel later. 
He left over the Wabash at 9:37 this 
morning for the west and will speak 
in Marion, Ind., tonight.

is anxious to expiate according to 
the custom and precept of your re- 
ligion the shameful murder of my 
minister, which set at naught all civ- 
ilization, yet, as the German emperor 
and a Christian, I cannot regard that 
abominable crime as atoned for by n 
Ibation.

"Besides 
my murdered minister, 


there have gone before the throne of 
God a large number of our. brethren 
of Christian faith, bishops and mis- 
sionaries, women nnd children, who, 
for the sake of their faith, which Is 
also 
mine, have 
died the violent 


death of martyrs and are accusers 
of your majesty. 
Do the libations 


commanded by your majesty suffice 
for all theso innocent ones? 


*'I do not make your majesty per- 


sonally responsible for the outrage 
against the legations, which are held •' 
•inviolable nmong all nations, nor for 
the grievous wrongs done so many 
nations and faiths and to the sub- 
jects of your majesty of my Chris- 
tian belief. But tho advisers of your 
majesty's throne and the officials 011 . 
whose heads rests the blood guilt of 
a crime which fills all Christian na-- 
tions with horror must expiate their 
abominable deed. 
When yon maj- 


:sty brings them to the punishment 
they have deserved that I will regard 
as an expiation which will sntlafy 
the nations of Christendom. 


OFFERS TO PROTECT RULER. 
"If your majesty will use your im- 


perial power for this purpose, accept- 
ing to that end the support of all 
the injured nations, I, for my part, 
declare myself agreed on that point. 
I should also gladly welcome the re- 
turn of your majesty to Pekin. Tor 
this my general, Field 'Marshal Von 
Waldersee, will 
be instructed 
not 


only to receive your majesty with 
the honors due your rank, but he 
will also afford your majesty the mil- 
itary protection you may desire and 
which you 
may need against the 


rebels, 


I also long for peace which atones 


for the guilt, which makes 
good 


wrongs done and which offers to all 
foreigners in China security for Ufa 
and property, and, above all, for the 
free service of their religion.
